IV.— Suggestions For 
Building Stables. 


By LAURA ROSE, 
Demonstrator and Lecturer In Dairying 
at the Ontano Agneultural Col- 
tege, Guelph, Canada.

BLECT a site where the drain- 
age will be away from the 
bard aud not toward it Have 
the barn in the rear, never ip 

front. of the house, Arrange for a 
sheltered, sunny spot for the stock to 
exercise tn on bright winter days. 

Finish your cement floor with a 

wooden trowel. In fuishing with a 
metal one the surface is made so 
smooth that cows are in danger of 
slipping and injuring themselves. One- 
half inch from front of cow to gutter 
is plenty ot slope. A gutter ten or 
twelve inches deep and fourteen to 
sixteen Inches wide is safer and clean- 
er than a shallower and sloping one. 
The cows step over the deep ove and 
are not so apt to slip. if they back 
into it they soon step up again and 
learn to avold going down. 
* Placing the drinking basin about 
halfway down the stall at the ‘side 
just so the cow can turn ber head and 
reach it preveuts to a great extent the 
soiling of the water by food, and 
there is no siopping. of water on the 
Goor. 

Double windows are not necessary. 
Beiug too carefully noused weakens 
the constitation, and geod alr is more 
pecersury than beat, But it is well to 
have the windows double paned. The 
temperature is more easily controlled. 
) A strong wire screen in frout of the 
Manger keepa the cow trom getting 
too far forward aod ‘from throwlng 
the feed out. 

Make provision for box stalls for 
sick cows and young stock. A, man- 
ger for a box stall may be V shaped, 
swinging on pivots at the bottom and 
held shut by a buttop at the top 
When being filled it may be pulled 
out into the passage and will bang 
that way until shut, 
| The. platform ov which the cows 

nd may be made a little narrower 
at one Sbd of the row to accommo 
‘date the smaller cows.

The best dairy berds are built up by 
raising the best heifer calves from 
one’s own best cows, Calves from 
cows that have been in good condition 
before” Calving” are’ Invariably the 
strongest. A cow must be well fed 
and cared for if she is to. keep up a 
flow of milk and at the same time hour- 
ish her unborn young. She should bave 
a rest from milking of from six to 
eight weeks In order to produce a vig- 


~erous calf and do better during her 


next milking period. if persistent in 
keeping up her milk Gow, leaving a lit- 
tle milk in the udder and, toward the 
jast, milking but once a day will usu- 
ally cause her to become dry. Care 
must be taken when drying up a cow 
in this manner to avoid the udder cak- 
ing. 

Some stint the food, fearing milk 
fever. This is not to be dreaded if the 
cow is properly handled after calving. 
The main cause for this frequently fa- 
tai trouble is milking the cow out clean 
soon after calving. Only a little milk 
should be drawn at a time, and this 
should be done several times a day for 
the first day or two. This is as the 
ealf would take it and ts following na- 
ture’s course. One of the best dairy- 
men i know never touches a cow for 
the first twenty-four hours no matter 
how distended her udder, but just 
leaves the calf with her. If milk fever 
develops use the oxygen treatment. 

The cow's food before she freshens 
should be of as succulent a nature as 
possible, The grain ration should be 
limited. Corn silage or puiped roots 
with bran may be given in winter, and. 
rather short pasture in summer so as_ 
to give her the necessary exercise. For 
several days before the caif is expect- 
ed the cow. should be kept in a box 
stall with plenty of clean litter. 

Keep a strict gestation tabie and look 
at It frequently to know when the 
cows are due to caive. Allow 285 days 
for a cow to drop her calf. in ten 
days to two weeks before due to calve 
ber udder should commence to fill out. 
(ive her exercise. Her hind legs in 
walking rub her udder better than an 
attendant can do and help to ward off 
udder troubles. A large, full uddef may 
naturally cake when the cow is near 
to freshening. but this condition need 
not cause alarm. Take her for a tong 
walk, but do not let her chill after re- 
turuing to the barn. If the udder is 
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very much pti Fen relief may 
given by drawing a-tittle milk at 
tervals, but care must be exercised 
this respect.

en. Many veterinarians preseribe a 
good dose of salts aud ginger just be- 
fore the cow is due to calve. . 

It pays to watch the cow that ts dry 
so as to keep ber ip bealth. in order to 
get a good strong calf aud have the 
cow in proper condition to give a 
heavy flow of milk. 

Some assert that cows coming fo in 
the fall give 25 per cent wore milk 
during t yeur than those which 
freshen in the spring. After caiving 
wive the cow all the warm water she 
will drink. Do not fall tp thia. A 
nourisiling, uiuch liked drink is made 
by putting a quart of oatmeal in a pall, 
wetting it with cold water, then Glling 
the pall balf full of polling water aud 
‘stirring well. Add cold water till the 
pail is full and the drink comfortably 
‘warm. ‘Ihe cow may bave as much of 
this as she will take for the fret few 
days. Io not overfeed her at frat. 
Give her brap mash and hay. Theo 
gradually feed up to the full ration. 
She should be kept warm and quiet. 
If the stable is cold it is well to blanket 
her, for she must not take a chill 

Some dairymen take the calif imme 
diately from the cow, but it is the bet- 
ter practice to allow i to remain with 
the mother for twenty-four hours. 
Leaving, the calf with the cow allows 
it to get ite first milk io the natural 
way, and the licking the cow gives it 
stimulates the circulation of the blood 
io the young calf. Lf the calf remains 
jonger li is barder to teach it to drink, 
and the cow is apt to fret more for 
her baby. The calif pep should be 
where the cows cap nelther see nor 
hear the caives. 

Sometimes the udder becomes badly 


with hot water, wipe dry and rub with 
campborated ol! or any mild iniment, 
The oxygen treatment bas very 
satisfactory tn cayes of udder 
or garget.

Rainfall and Consump*‘on, 


A study of the influence of rain. 
bearing winds upon the prevalence of 
uberculosis has been made by Dr.

Dogs in Alaska are of all breeds 
and sizes, the most conmmon being 
the malamute or native dos, says a 
writer in the Wide World Magazine. 
The wotd “malamute” is ‘an Indian 
word, meaning Hskimo and is applied 
to both dogs and natives. The mal- 
amute is of the wolf strain—in fact, 
the best of the breed are half wolf, 
They evince all the characteristics of 
the wolf, both {n> appearance and in 
manners, 

Owing to his wolflike fur, the mala- 
mute can easily stand the extreme 
Alaskan cold. | He is a born fighter, 
an inveterate thief and sotmewhat of 
® coward, for he will seldom fight 
singly against a lone adversary. The 
Malamute while well able to withstand 
the cold, does not seem to have the 
same order of intelligence ag is dis- 
played by the outside dog, and. the 
best dog for Alaska would seem to be 
& mixture Of the two strains. 

Small dogs, such as fox terriers are 
&@ rarity in Alaska, for in that coun- 
try a dog is valuable in exact pro- 
portion to the amourit he can pull. 
A sleigh dog. will weigh anything 
from 30 to 160 pounds, the average 
being about 57 pounds. 

Dogs in’ Alaska, when on the trail, 

are fed once a day, after the day's 
work is done. They are never fed 
in the morning, for if they were they 
would be lazy all day, or, what is 
more probable, would vomit up thelr 
breakfast soon after they got on the 
trail. Dogs, to work well, must be 
well fed.

*° A néw. method of felling’ trees by 
the friction of a steel wire, which 
is able to work its way through a 20- 
inch tree in about six minutes, is put: 
ting thesaxeman out of business An 
the forests of Germany. 

The wire is drawn rapidly about 
vhe tree And tho heat generated by 
the friction is sufficient ta burn a thin 
carbonized kerf, which it 
smoothers and cleaner than the cut of 
a saw. The charcoal layer adhering 
to the ‘trunk is extremely thin, 
allows: the structure and any: disease 
of the wood to bé distinctly recog:
